Roosevelt Vetoes 
Anti-Subsidy Bill 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 18.—(AP)— 
President Roosevelt today vetoed 
the anti-subsidy bill and the House 
of Representatives promptly sus- 
tained the veto by a vote of 151 to 
226. 

A two-thirds majority was re- 
quired to override the veto. The 
vote was 226 to override the presi- 
dent to 151 against. 

The president said in his veto 
message that the legislation was 
“an inflation measure, a high cost 
of living measure, a food short- 
age measure.” 

The subsidy repealer was attach- 
ed as a rider to a bill extending the 
life of the Commodity Corporation, 
which expired yesterday. Speaker 
Sam Rayburn (Dem.-Tex.) said the 
corporation would be continued by 
new legislation. 

The legislation proposed to end 
government subsidy payments for 
food after June 30.

NEW DELHI, Feb. 18,—British 
ground forces supported by R.A.F. 
dive-bombers and fighters, have 
made further progress in breaking 
out of a Japanese trap in the Ara- 
kan sector of western Burma, a 
communique disclosed today.

Churchill Govt. 
Nominee Loses 
In By-Election 


LONDON, Feb. 18—(CP)—Ald- 
erman Charles White, Independ- 
ent Socialist, today won the West 
Derbyshire by-election, defeating 
the Marquess of Hartington, the 
government's candidate, by @ 
majority of 4,611 votes, 

Polling in the rural constituency 
took place yesterday and the re- 
sults were announced today as fol- 
lows: White, 16,336; Lord Harting- 
ton, Conservative, 11,775; Robert 
Goodall, Agriculturalist, 233. 

The house of commons vacancy 
was caused by the retirement of 
Lt. Col. H, Hunloke. an uncle of 
Lord Hartington. In the last by- 
election ir the district, in 1939, Col. 
Hunloke defeated Alderman White 
by a majority of 5,524, 

Another by-election, vote of 
which was also annoynced today, 
resulted in a government victory, 
with T. F. Hubbard, Labor candi- 
date and former miner, winning the 
Kirkcaldy, Scotland contest to fill 
a vacancy caused by the retirement 
of Tom Kennedy, former Labor 
whip. 

While White's victory in West 
Derbyshire was not unexpected— 

he had been favored in pre-vot- 
ing odds at 5 to 4—the defeat of 
Lord Hartington, heir to the 
Duke of Devonshire and future 
head of the Cavendish family, 
was a blow to the Churchill gov- 
ernment. The prime minister 
himself entered the fight with 
letters of support and encour- 
agement written to Lord Harting- 
ton. 

By capturing the house of com- 
mons seat, White repeated the vic- 
tory of the shoe-maker father a 
quarter-century ago, The elder 
White also defeated a member of 
the Cavendish family, breaking a 
hold that the’ family had on the 
seat for nearly three centuries,

Balance Must Be 
Paid by April 30 


OTTAWA, Feb. 18—(CP)—A na- 
tional revenue department spokes- 
man said last night that no exten- 
sion beyond the April 30 deadline 
will be permitted for payment of 
the balance of 1943 income taxes.

OTTAWA, Feb. 18.—(CP)—Re- 
sources of all three armed services

HEAVY AIR ATTACKS 

Allied airpower again maintained

Flying some 1,500 sorties, planes 
of every description lashed the 
Nazis from end to end of the

from the hell of Europe. He said 
that the announcement by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt that a rescue board 
had been established, had been re- 
ceived with joy throughout the 
democracies, and he expressed the 
hope that Canada would find it 
possible to join in this work of 
saving human lives. 

He demanded that. the growth 
of the Jewish community in Pal- 
estine be not impeded, and that 
the national homelessness of the 
Jew be at last ended, and that 
the Jewish nation become a part- 
ner with the other United Na- 
tions. 

He declared that the White Paper 
of 1939, which at the end of March 
this year, will result in the doors 
of Palestine being shut to further 
Jewish immigration was a remnant 
of appeasement left over from 1939, 
and that its policy was a shattering 
blow to the Jews, who had proved 
faithful allies of Great Britain and 
the United Nations, and a sop to 
the Arab world which, until Ger- 
man defeat appeared inevitable, 
was definitely pro-Axis in view- 
point. 

In addition, Dr. Stern said, the 
white paper is nullification of the 
sacred pledge made in the Balfour 
Declaration in the last war, a nulli- 
fication in direct opposition to the 
merited reputation of the British 
for justice and fair play. 
CONCRETE RESULTS 

Dr. Stern said there were two 
concrete results from the Great 
War, the formation of Soviet Rus- 
sia, and the establishment of a 
national home for Jews in Pales- 
tine. The pledge to facilitate such 
an establishment was signed by 52 
sovereign nations, and the Arabs 
looked upon the project with favor 
as a means of revitalizing the Near 
East. 

Since 1919 the Jews have flocked 
to Palestine from all over the 
world, and had converted the 
desert into a garden. In 1919 there 
were 50,000 Jews in Palestine, now 
there are 600,000. They have in- 
dustrialized the country, electrified 
the Jordan, raised the standard of 
living for Jew and non Jew alike, 
and through their initiative and 
creativeness have returned Pales- 
tine to a land of milk and honey 
after 1,300 years of neglect. 

When war broke out Palestine 
became the arsenal for the de- 
mocracies in the Near East; 30,000 
Palestine Jews enlisted and 
fought with Montgomery’s forces 
in Egypt and the Jewish people 
threw themselves into the war ef- 
fort heart and soul, Or. Stern 
stated, 

General Kirsch, a Jew of Pales- 
tine, organized the entire supply 
line for the 8th Army and finally 
gave his life in the cause of democ- 
racy right at the gates of Bizerte. 

“This is not the story of the 
Arabs. They, for the most part were 
pro-Axis. Egypt refused to lift a 
finger for the British, or even for 
herself. The Mufti of Jerusalem, 
and other officials are at present in 
Berlin broadcasting for the Axis 
nations. In Britain's darkest hour 
the Jews stood firm as a faithful 
ally,” Dr. Stern continued. 
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He said that the hope of 
White Paper was to appease 
Arab world, but now that we 
the result of that attempt at ap- 
peasement we Jews call upon the 
democracies to cancel the White 
paper which is a breach of the sol- 
emn pledge given to World Jewry. 

“We appeal that the doors of 
Palestine be left open so that 
for all time the homelessness of 
the Jew will be ended, so that 
this land may be a refuge for the 
countless thousands of Jews now 
suffering under the yoke of the 
dictator nations,” he said. 

He pleaded that the Christian 
conscience be awakened to the 
Jewish tragedy and that Christians 
concern themselves in the work of 
rescuing the victims of Nazi op- 
pression and bring them to the 
historic home of Palestine pledged 
to them by Britain and affirmed by 
52 sovereign nations. He said the 
Jews appreciated those Christian 
leaders who have come to the fore 
to espouse the cause of Jewish Pal- 
estine so that once and for all Jew- 
ish homelessness can be ended and 
that the curse of anti-Semitism can 
be banished from the earth,

It is announced that, because of the cur- 
rent metal shortage, no new license plates 
will be issued for motor cars in Alberta, 
but that stickers will be supplied to 1944-45

Generally speaking, the custom of 
plastering windshields with stickers is not 
a safe one. Anything that interferes with 
the full vision of the driver or tends to 
divert his attention is an additional traffic 
hazard.

Y.M.C.A. and Delinquency 


The Canadian Y.M.C.A., embarking on 
a national program of establishing com- 
munity branches to combat the growth of 
juvenile delinquency, is performing a 
worthy and substantial service for this 
country. ; 

With a certain amount of truth, the 
criticism has sometimes been levelled 
against Y.M.C.A. youth organizations that 
they get any number of good boys, but fail 
to take in the bad ones who really need 
help.

Big Enough 

The Commonwealth Air Training sys- 
tem has reached the dimensions thought 
to be necessary. The Minister, Hon. C. H. 
Power, says there will be a gradual clos- 
ing of training schools and units, and a 
progressive scaling down of the number of 
recruits taken on.

Maybe Stalin Would Agree 


The Doukhobor immigrants came to 
Canada from Russia. Mr, Esling, member 
of parliament for Kooteney West, wants 
them sent back. Everybody—except the 
Doukhobors—will be for that if it can be 
done. 

The trouble is that the immigrants are 
mostly dead by this time. Those who sur- 
vive and are not naturalized are 45 years 
of age or over. Their children and grand- 
children, having been born in Canada, are 
Canadian citizens, and therefore exempt 
from deportation. 

That Stalin would agree to admit the 
unwanted ones to Russia under any cir- 
cumstances is discouragingly doubtful. 
That he would agree to take back those 
who have reached or passed their prime is 
hopeless, unless the younger ones went 
along to take care of them—which is no 
more likely. Stalin has probably heard 
enough about the “peculiar people” to 
reconcile himself to the thought of their 
permanent absence from Russia. 

While it is true that the younger ele- 
ments have learned their disrobing and 
other objectionable tendencies from the 
elders, the inconvenient fact is that they 
have learned these ways; and would not 
unlearn them even if the older malcontents 
were shipped back to Russia. The im- 


Berted fanatical belicfa and fantastic be- 
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haviour have been bequeathed to the Cana- 
dian-born generation, and these have shown 
themselves to be undesirably apt pupils. 
We may as well assume that the Sons 
of Freedom are Canada’s problem, and 
that one way or another we shall have to 
deal with them. It is too bad that we can’t 
unload them, but there just doesn’t seem 
to be a glimmer of hope that we can do it. 


Alcohol for War 


While the question is largely hypo- 
thetical, it is interesting to speculate on 
how Canada would have managed for in- 
dustrial alcohol had the distilleries of this 
country not had in operation large plants 
for the manufacture of that essential war 
chemical. 

Alcohol is used in a multiplicity of ways 
in war. It is employed widely in dressing 
wounds; it is necessary to the manufacture 
of synthetic rubber; its use enters into al- 
most every industrial process in the mak- 
ing of war material. 

The distilleries of Canada, able to sup- 
ply alcohol in large quantities and without 
delay, have made one of the least spec- 
tacular but most useful contributions to the 
war effort.

The monastery at Cassino was bombed 
and shelled, since the Nazi garrison refused 
to evacuate and was using it as a vantage 
point from which to shell Allied troops, 
Any other kind of building would have 
been blown to pieces long ago in the cir- 
cumstances. The monastery was spared so 
long only because of its religious and his- 
toric interest, and no doubt at the cost of 
the lives of some Allied soldiers, No pos- 
sible question can be raised as to where 
responsibility rests for its destruction. 


The Sons of Freedom section of the 
Doukhobors in the Nelson district are 
organizing some kind of resistance against 
the order that conscientious observers 
must do non-military work. This is not 
because they are lazy, but because they 
are opposed to taking orders from the 
public authority. The stronger their re- 
bellious organization becomes, the more 
important it will be that it be dealt with 
firmly. This in the interest of the de- 
mented Douks themselves, though there is 
no prospect of getting their disordered 
minds to grasp the point that they had 
better submit to authority than provoke 
“direct action” on, the part of other ele- 
ments in the community.

German Dismemberment 
Is Not Open Policy of 


Russia 

By DOROTHY THOMPSON 

In a dispatch from London James 
B. Reston reports “Soviet Russia is 
| insisting on a clearer commitment 
from the U.S.A. and Britain on how 
we intend to deal with Germany. 
Moscow is said to be dissatisfied 
with the replies received from Bri- 
tain and the United States on this 
question, and 
their dissatisfac- 
tion is increased 
by the opposition 
in the American 
and British press 
against the break- 
ing up of Ger- 
many. When you 
j talk to a Russian 
about the future

Thompson shifts the conver- 
sation to Germany.. The essence of 
the whole collaboration is where 
we stand on the future of Ger- 
many.” 

I doubt whether any newspaper 
editor in the United States knows 
how our own government stands on 
the future of Germany. The only 
official word has been “uncondi- 
tional surrender,” which is a policy 
for ending the war, but no plan for 
the future. In previous columns I 
have discussed what I believe to be 
plans for dismembering Germany 
and patrolling the different parts 
with three separate armies. I have 
tried to point out some of the dan- 
gers that might arise from this. 

Mr. Reston stated in another dis- 
patch that “Russia will have little 
hesitation about dismembering Ger- 
many,” and many months ago I 
heard from a usually unimpeach- 
able source in Washington, that the 
Soviet Union insisted on German 
dismemberment. 


Disagreement 


But does the Soviet Union so in- 
sist? Is this the Soviet policy to- 


ward Germany?

Germany. The line which the So- 


viets have consistently taken, in- 
side and outside Russia, has never 
once suggested German dismem- 


berment. On the contrary, Stalin 
himself has clearly spoken against 
it. 

The Russian peace terms, as set 
forth in their continuous propa- 
ganda to the German people are: 
withdrawal of the German armies 
to the frontiers of 1937; utter and 
ruthless extirpation of Naziism; 
punishment of all war and Nazi 
criminals; domestic democratiza- 
tion; the creation of a strong de- 
mocratic state able to defend itself 
and that will “ruthlessly suppress 
any attempt at new plots against 
the rights of free people or against 
European peace.” 

In the Russian press additional 
demands are made for the restora- 
tion of devastated areas with the 
assistance of German labor, ma- 
terials, and engineering. But unless 
I am insufficiently informed—and 
I would welcome correction—it has 
never once been suggested that the 
German state should be disin- 
tegrated, or even subjected to any 
prolonged occupation. 

The Free German Committee set 
up in Moscow last July has never 
discontinued its activities. It has 
been given all facilities for reach- 
ing the German public and the 
German armies. Despite the paper 
shortage it publishes a large week- 
ly; the more significant articles are 
reprinted in the Russian press; the 
committee broadcasts three times 
daily and occupies much of the 
Soviet medium and _ short-wave 
facilities. Loud-speakers have been 
set up near the front, through 
which German officers on the Rus- 
sian side are addressing the Ger- 
man troops; leaflets are dropped 
behind the German lines from Rus- 
sian planes,

tize in prison camps, and a large 
percentage of German prisoners 
have been transferred to anti-Nazi 
camps, So well known a German 
general as Von Seydlitz is a regu- 
lar broadcaster. The continual re- 
frain is: Revolt against the Nazis 
and save Germany! 


Contradiction 

I cannot dispute the information 
of Mr. Reston and others, But there 
is obviously a contradiction, If the 
Soviets are accusing members of 
the American press for opposing 
dismemberment, why do they not 
advocate it? Obviously it would 
make wretched psychological war- 


fare, for the masses of Germans 
would fight to the last ditch against 
the disintegration of the nation. 
But what holds for Soviet propa- 
ganda also holds for ours. 

And are we to assume that all 
this officially supported propagan- 
da does not represent Soviet pol- 
iey? Lord Van Sittart, in a discus- 
sion between New York and Lon- 
don on the air some months ago 
lightly assumed that Soviet propa- 
ganda was at variance with Soviet 
policy. If so, it is a departure from 
Soviet methods, for in the past So- 
viet propaganda has followed and 
expressed policy and not been a di- 
version. . 

Since we ourselves have never 


supported officially the line of the 
free German manifesto, there is 
every reason to assume that it docs 
not represent American policy, 
After the Moscow conference, Sec- 
retary Hull predicted that the free 
German committee would disap- 
pear. But it has not. 

A clarification of this situation is 
urgent. What are the soviets up to 
and what are we up to? Elmer 
Davis has said that our psycholog- 
ical warfare to Germany is one of 
the most important preparatory 
factors for invasion, But what psy- 
chological warfare?

(“With what object?” as the Oxford 
don so aptly asked in “A Yank at 
Oxford”.) 

The resulting tendency to get 
away from people has affected, 
among other things, our humor. 


Dense 


The American stage idea is that 
an Englishman never gets to the 
point of a story. Ray Noble, the 
English band leader, exploits this 
very well, Stephen Leacock wrote 
an amusing thesis on this. In it an 
American tells how he instructs the 
Pullman porter to wake him up and 
throw him out .t St. Louis. Miles 
past St. Louis, he wakes up and 
curses the porter. “Gosh, I wonder 
who that guy was I threw off at St. 
Louis?” 

Leacock then tells if as the Eng- 
lishman would tell it. The English- 
man’s story ends up: “And would 
you believe it, my dear fellow, the 
porter clean forgot to wake me!” 

Well, I don’t think that we are 
quite as bad as that. But many 
English people do not appreciate 
humor by the ridiculous, such as 
the Marx Brothers’ Groucho: “I'd 
horsewhip you if I had a horse!” 

On the other hand, we are not 
slow. This is proved by the fact 
that Handley's “Itma’—the most 
popular program on the BBC—is 
much faster than Jack Benny’s or 
Bob Hope's. 

The insult is a purely American 


form of humor—Benny: “I don't 
like to boast... .” Reporter: “No, 
but you will!” 

And the reverse insult — Bob 


Hope: “There they were, thousands 
of soldiers waiting just to see me. 
And I turned to Hedy Lamarr... .” 

I do not know whether the 
“Shaggy Dog” stories—the stories 
without any point at all—are Brit- 
ish or American, Few people here 


appreciate them. Those who do, 
love them and rock with laughter, 
surrounded by stony silence. 

The guest who, when asked by 
his hostess wky he had turned a 
dish of soup upside down on his 
head replied: “Goud gracivus, I 
thought it was spinach!” 


Cannibals 


The woman driver is not auto- 
matically funny in this country. But 
I have seldom heard a Bob Hope 
program in which she is left out. 
Jokes about cannibals go down 
well on both sides of the Atlantic. 

Cannibal. mother, bringing small 
boy to voodoo-man: “I'm worried 
about him, Doc. He won't eat any- 
body!” 

Numbers of things are almost 
automatically good for a laugh both 
here and in America. A chap get- 
ting a custard pie in the face or 
going head first into a barrel of 
whitewash is funny all over the 
world, The mother-in-law was 
never funny in America and is no 
longer a winner here. 

The BBC thinks that a Lanca- 
shire accent is per.se excruciating- 
ly funny everywhere. In my opin- 
jon, it is not funny anywhere. (That 
obviously proves that I have no 
seise of humor.) 

Other winners in this country are 
top-hats, lunatics, and plumbers. 
But plumbers in England are funny 
because they leave their mate and 
tools behind them. In America 
they are funny because they are al- 
ways walking in on some blonde in 
a bathroom. 

Then we come to war-time hu- 
mor. Queue jokes are, of course, 
exclusively British: “What's this 
queue for?” “Tales of 'Offmann”. 
“Oh, well, I suppose they'll stew as 
well as anything else!” And again: 
“All right, if you won't let me get 
to the head of the queue I won't 
open the ruddy shop!” 

But the Black Market, particu- 
larly in meat, is a much more unl- 
versal gag in America than here. 
Charlie McCarthy, when told to be 
nice to the plumber, asked if he 
was to be as nice as he had to be 
to the butcher. 

The fact that an American sol- 
dier is in some outlandish place— 
on a desert island, for instance— 
is an automatically funny setting 
for a joke to the American mind, 
To us there is nothing unusual in a 
British soldier being in some God- 
forsaken spot. They've been in 
them for centuries. 


Puns 

Americans affect to despise the 
pun, In fact I have read attacks in 
American books against them that

almost amounted to punitive expe- 
ditions. (Sorry!) 

The fact is that there is nothing 
worse than a bad pun, but they can 
be brilliant: Lord Curzon when 
Foreign Secretary received a tele- 
gram: “The monks of Mount Athos 
have violated their vows.” The post 
office put “cows”. Curzon dipped 
his gold pen in the red ink and 
wrote; “Obviously a case for a 
Papal Bull’, 

Personally, I consider satire the 
highest form of humor and, al- 
though it may exist, I do not know 
of any American satire comparable 
with A, P. Herbert's “Misleading 
Cases” and “Holy Deadlock” to 
take contemporary literature, They 
have many excellent parodists and 
are supreme at burlesquing—for 
instance--Robert Benchley’s short 
films, 

Be this as it may, there is no 
doubt that we owe a great deal 
to American humor. “Itma” may 
be the fastest program on the 
world’s air, but it is probably only 
due to a long process of becoming 
“gag” or “wise-crack” minded 
through the American film that we 
are able to take it in at that pace. 

Another great service that Am- 
erica has done us is to laugh the 
multiple-line caption to a joke out 
of court. This was partly due to 
the defunct predecessor of “Life” 
burlesquing the English custom of 
laboriously explaining the joke in 
italic “stage directions”, 

Yes, we owe them the one-line 
caption, all right, and the increas- 
ing disappearance of the “repeat” 
in comedians’ cagging is partly due 
to America’s speeding up our wits 
through the film.

Silver in Wartime 


There is a_ slightly tarnished 
tinge to the picture of wedding 
silver in these war years. The war

For silver has gone to war as lin- 
ing for airplane engine bearings, 
in alloys for joining metal parts, 
for lining vessels at war plants to 
hold certain acids or chemicals, to 
make electrical contact points, con- 
densers and such like, Surgical 
instruments, parachute hardware, 
cartridge clips and rifle parts are 
engaging the attention of manu- 
facturers formerly concerned with 
silver knives and forks. These 
precision plants and their skilled 
silver workers are easily adapting 
themselves to their war jobs. 

Since the amount of silver that 
can still be used for civilian goods 
has been drastically cut and there 
is such an importnt diversion of 
plant facilities to war work, silver 
manufacturers are restricting their 
production of flatware to the es- 
sentials—knives, forks and spoons, 
Silver handled carving sets. along 
with such can-do-withouts as oyster 
forks, bouillon spoons and butter 
knives will be scarce. 

There will be no new patterns 
and many old ones are being dis- 
continued, Stainless stcel is also 
out for the duration. 

According to a recent survey it 
is interesting to note that nearly 
70 per cent. of the employed young 
women between the ages of 20 and 
35, and nearly 80 per cent. of the 
unemployed said, in effect, “If I 
had my choice I'd rather marry 
than have a career.”

One reads in Hamlet that “Brev- 
ity is the soul of wit’, but it is 
Polonius who said a man is not 
much given to brevity when the 
fit is on him to speak. He chides 
his son, Laertes, for not getting 
aboard his vessel sooner when it 
was waiting for him, but still he 
must keep him back a little longer, 
in order to pour out some advice 
in connection with his journey, Few 
men are entirely consistent, and 
often men contribute to the gaiety 
of nations by not being. We recent- 
ly read a book by a man now dead 
who was in life a lawyer, and ulti- 
mately one of the most eloquent 
voices in the Senate; and this man, 
who thought we should all go to 
church, gave in one chapter of his 
book, some advice to the clergy on 
the length of their sermons. He 
said that no clergyman should 
preach over thirty minutes at 
longest,‘ and that twenty minutes 
was quite long enough for a ser- 
mon, 


Long-Winded 


The advice may have been good 
or bad; but we observed that the 
giver of the advice was extremely 
long-winded in all the chapters 
that he devoted to giving advice. 
He was long-winded, just as Po- 
lonius was long-winded, It required 
a little over four hundred pages 
for him to tell the young men of 
the nation how they should carry 
themselves, and what their duties 
were. One need not complain of 
his book's length, although it is 
repetitious in part, for it was rather 
eloquent, as one would naturally 
expect an orator’s book to be; but 
why should this man, who evident- 
ly loved words so well, have taken 
it upon himself to tell the clergy 
how long their sermons should be? 
He would have resented thé advice 
of a clergyman who told him to 
confine his addresses to a jury to 
twenty minutes, or not to speak 
longer when he had the ear of the 
Senate. But did not the clergy 
have an equal right to resent his 
advice to them? 


Eloquent 

Many eloquent sermons have 
been preached from the pulpit in 
the last two thousand years, so 
eloquent that they haye found their 
way into print, and 1ay still be 
read, But we have never found, 


and we do not believe that any- 
body else has ever found, a single 
eloquent sermon in print whose 
delivery consumed no more than 
twenty minutes. There are still 
some Americans who read, partly 
for its eloquence, and partly for 
the information contained therein, 
Theodore Parker's sermon on The 
Death of Daniel Webster, a sermon 
that was preached before the larg- 
est congregation in Boston, and that 
is said to have held its auditors 
spellbound for three hours. Julia 
Ward Howe, no mean authority, 
said in her old age that it was the 
greatest thing she had ever heard 
in her long life. The sermon sten- 
ographically reported, was flashed 
across the wires and appeared in 
many daily newspapers, and was 
widely read by many of the great- 
est in the land. It angered not a 
few people, for Parker did not 
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the “Ring.”

he government's proposed 
‘ve hospitalization plan for 
maternity patients should not be 
universal in application, Dr. P. M. 
Campbell, Independent M.L.A, 
for Lethbridge, said when he took 
part in the Throne Speech debate 
in the Legislature, Thursday. 
One man, Dr. Campbell said, 
might be earning $75 a month, and 
a second, $250 a month. Under the 
legislation as planned, both would 
benefit equally, as hospitalization 
expenses of both would be paid by 
the government. 


REFERS TO TAXES 


Some government revenue is ob- 
tained through taxes, Dr, Campbell 
observed, and he said, “I cannot see 
why the man who can least afford it 
should be taxed to help pay the 
costs for the man who can afford 
to pay.” 

The Lethbridge M.L.A, expressed 
approval of the increase in district 
agriculturists’ staff, as announced 
in the Throne Speech, 

A Borstal or some similar sys- 
tem was suggested by Dr, Camp- 
bell as a means to help curb the 
juvenile delinquency problem. 
He said magistrates sometimes let 
teen-age offenders go free, as they 
felt that if the lads were sent to 
reform school or to jail, they 
would be worse when they com- 
pleted their term than when they 
were committed. 

Regarding gas flares in the Tur- 
ner Valley, the member said he 
would not be satisfied as long as 
the flares were seen. “I have used 
gas for 30 years, and I would like 
to use it for another 30,” he de- 
clared. 

Dr. Campbell advocated comple- 
tion of surfacing on the Lethbridge- 
Macleod highway, and also on the 
highway from Lethbridge to Coutts, 
on the international boundary. The 
latter route is some 75 miles in 
length.

EW YORK, Feb. 18.—(BUP)—When the National Foot- 
ball League holds its annual schedule meeting at Phila- 
delphia on April 19, coach Curly Lambeau of the Green Bay 
Packers will propose that circuit play be limited to eight 


teams for the duration. 


He also will advise the grid 
moguls to regard as nonsense 
recent intimations that owners of 
major league baseball parks 
might try to invade the realm of 
pro football. 

Chunky Lambeau, whose black 
locks are now flecked with silver, 
does not oppose granting requested 
new franchises this year, so that 
there will be 11 or 12 clubs in the 
circuit. But he insists that a pro- 
posed new club, like Beston, or 
Buffalo; or a club resuming opera- 
tions, like Cleveland, should com- 
bine with a second-division club— 
like the Chicago Cardinals, Detroit 
or Brooklyn—to form a combina- 
tion team because of the manpower 
shortage.

IGHT teams, including the Phil-

interests of the game to attempt 
to put additional teams upon the 
gridiron now, in view of the in- 
creasing service inroads on the 
players. 

Lambeau, visiting New York on 
his annual trans-continental tal- 
ent-scouting expedition, is confi- 
dent that enough talent will re- 
main for eight good teams. He 
believes those eight will be able 


to replace their losses to the 
armed services by means of play- 
ers who have been honorably dis- 
charged from the services and by 
means of new men who have 
failed to pass their physical ex- 
aminations or who have not been 
called yet. 

Mentioning his own Green Bay 
club as an example, Lambeau said, 
“We've lost three men already; and 
perhaps another half-dozen will be 
gone before the season opens. Hon- 
orable discharges (for physical 
reasons) are our best bet as re- 
placements. Other prospects decid- 
edly are limited, We're scouring 
the country; and we find that col- 
lege players, unless they're 4F’s, 
are unavailable. Talent from other 
sources is mighty scarce.”

Lambeau said there was no 
chance of that “because there is 
little similarity in the conduct of 
the two sports.” He stressed that 
baseball owners “have enough 
difficulty in operating success- 
fully the sport they know; and 
they're smart enough not to ven- 
ture into a strange sport that too 
often proves a gamble even for 
men who know it well.” 

Lambeau concluded that the 
owners of most baseball parks “are 
quite content to see pro football 
teams using the parks during the 
off-season and paying good rent 
for such use. For example, owners 
of the Polo Ground received $75,000 
from the New York Football Giants 
last season. And that ain't hay.”

Member Raps 
Health Scheme 


The national health insurance 
scheme as advocated by the Do- 
minion government is nothing 
but a device to fasten a vast state 
bureaucracy upon the nation, 
William Tomyn, Social Credit 
M.L.A. for Willingdon, stated in 
the Legislature Thursday after- 
noon, when he spoke in the 
Throne Speech debate. 

Any scheme \shich suggests com- 
pulsion is detrimental to the dem- 
ocratic way of life, and this par- 
ticular plan is another attempt of 
the vested interests to railroad the 
people into a servile state, said 
Mr. Tomyn. 


DEFINITELY NOT CURE 


He continued: “Just as compul- 
sory unemployment insurance is 
definitely not a cure for our eco- 
nomic ills, neither is health insur- | 
ance for our physical ills. | 

“It is quite evident that we must | 
expose these compulsory rackets, 
whatever they may be, in their 
proper light and fight more vigor- 
ously that which brings us nearer 
t6 the detested totalitarian way of 
life.” 

There is very grave danger, 
Mr. Tomyn said, if Canada adopts 
this compulsory bureaucratic 
scheme on a nation-wide scale. 
“In my estimation, it is a half- 
baked measure, and if once insti- 
tuted it would be a set-back for 
the nation for the next $0 years. 

“Let us warn the people of the 
deadly effects once this financial 
soothing syrup is swallowed. Any- 
thing that receives the political 
blessings and commendation of 
Finance Capitalist King and State 
Capitalist Coldwell, beware. It is a 
red light for us to stop and take 
heed.” 


TREATMENT STRESSED 

Health insurance and in fact all 
such compulsory insurance schemes 
are symptoms of disintegration, 
said the Willingdon M.L.A. He 
pointed out that in the proposed 
Canadian scheme, greater empha- | 
sis is placed on the treatment of 
sickness and ill-health, rather than | 
on prevention of sickness and the 


preservation of health.

If eco- | 
nomic conditions continue to pre- 
vail as they are today, where one | 
must be taxed in order to live, | 
the possibilities of the best medi- | 
cal care will still be beyond the | 
reach of an average citizen.” 

Mr. Tomyn enumerated his objec- | 
tions to the proposed health plan | 
as follows: That no emphasis is 
laid upon preventative medicine, 
which should constitute the major 
part of any health scheme; and that 
it involves wage taxation, 

“If an employee is taxed, his 
wages are reduced and thus the 
purchasing power of the individual 
is decreased,” the legislature was 
told. 

CONTRIBUTING FACTORS 

The greatest contributing factors 
to illness are poverty and economic 
insecurity, leading to improper 
nourishment and worry, Mr. Tomyn 
continued. 

If further deductions were to be 
made under this health scheme, 
the ultimate result would be 

shown in the deterioration of the 
national morale, and the neglect | 
of physical culture. 

“Let us raise the standard of 
living of our people by giving 
them a just price and fair wages, 
and their entitled share of good 
housing facilities—running water, 
proper sewage disposal, and 
electrification, Then there would 
be no need to place emphasis on | 
the treatment of sickness and 
disease. 

“There would be no need for 
wage taxation, as greater attention 
would be placed on the prevention

of sickness and the preservation of 
health. Let us then, remove some 
of the economic evils and our 
health will be restored,” said the

Consumption of 
Fuel Oil Shows | 
large Increase 


During 8 year ended Dec. 31 
last, fuel oil consumption in this 
province increased by 3,125,316 
gallons over the 1942 figures, it 
was revealed in a report issued 
Friday by the provincial secre- 
tary’s department. 

Total of 81,387,708 gallons of tax- 
able oil, including gasoline, was 
supplied to Alberta users during 
1943. In this category is gasoline for 
automobiles and trucks, which is | 
taxed at the rate of seven cents a 


gallon, and gasoline for agricul- 
tural purposes, which is colored 
purple, and is taxed one cent a gal- 
lon. The figures issued do not in- 
clude those of fuel supplied to the 
armed forces’ vehicles operating in 
the province. 


USE BY MONTHS 


Consumption of the fuel oil by 
months last year was as follows: 
January, 3,081,849 gallons; Febru- 
ary, 3,375,270; March, 5,094,645; 
April, 5,224,698; May, 9,940,833; June, 
8,543,450; July, 8,464,867; August, 
8,559,457; September, 9,272,054; Oc- 
tober, 8,045,162; November, 6,592,- 
343; December, 5,193,080 gallons. 

Figures show that the number of 
private passenger automobiles 
licensed in the province since last 
April 1 is nearly equal to the 1942 
total of 92,700. Figures for truck 
licenses, while not released, are 
stated to be much increased over 
the 1942 figures,

WASHINGTON.—A letter came 
to me the other day, a part of which 
I want to give you. It expresses the 
feelings so many of us have in our 
hearts better than I could. “It 
seems to have been necessary for 
both my sons to give their lives in 
this war. I am willing, and able, 
to take it, if their deaths and those 
thousands of others who are dying 
far away from home, can be justi- 
fied by a better and more equal- 
ized world when this war is over. 


If we get anything like the ‘satus 
quo’ or ‘back to normalcy,’ it can be 
nothing but a hideous waste.” 

Each one of us carries a responsi- 
bility toward the boys who have 
died and the boys who have lived 
and gone through these tragic 
years, because, as this friend of 


I was having when you called | 


mine says, unless we have “a better 
and more equalized world,” we will 
just be preparing for another gen- 
eration to go through the same 
thing. 

As I sit and go over the mail 
night after night, I notice more and 
more how women feel that their 
heartbreak is only justified if those 
whom they love need never again 
go through the horror and waste 
of war. We can not know whether 
we will always be able to have a 
peaceful world in the future, but 
we can lay the best foundations 
that our intelligence and unselfish 
thinking can _ possibly achieve. 
Then we may hope that the train- 
ing which our young people re- 
ceive and the environment in which 
they live, will make it possible for 
them to keep on building a world 
of peace. 

Yesterday morning and afternoon 
I spent several hours at a confer- 
ence called under the auspices of 
the Young Women’s Christian As- 
sociation, the National Council of 
Catholic Women, the National 
Council of Jewish Women, the Na- 
tional Council of Negro Women, 
the National Council of Women of 
the United States and the National 
Women's Trade Union League of 
America. It was a national plan- 
ning conference “on building better 
race relationships.” The represent- 
atives there were trying to find 
ways and means which they could 
take back to their organizations for 
consideration, And __ techniques 
which might be used in different 
parts of the United States to pre- 
pare us to live in a world of neigh- 
bors made up of many different 
races were also to be studied. 

I do not know how many of my 
readers see “The Red Cross Cour- 
ier.” But don’t fail to read a short 
story by Annette Robin, called “We 
Meet the Missions,” in the Febru- 
ary issue. It will give you a vivid 
picture of the life of our fliers in 
far away New Guinea, and of what 
the Red Cross girls are accomplish- 
ing there. You won't read it with 
dry eyes, but if you are a woman, 
you will carry your head a little 
more proudly because of what 
other women are doing to help our 
gallant youngsters,

After inflammatory changes 
begin in the kidney as the result of 
Bright's Disease or chronic nephri- 
tis the kidneys lose their delicate, 
accurate power of selecting waste 
materials and will then begin to do 
their work backwards. They will 
throw out albumin which should be 
kept in the body, and will keep in 
water and waste materials which 
should be thrown out, 

The retained water may produce 
dropsy or edema, which at first ap- 
pears as a slight puffiness or swell- 
ing under the skin which may af- 
fect the ankles or area under the 
eyes. At the start the puffiness may 
come and go, but later it may re- 
amin. The skin over the dropsical 
part is stretched tight, has a pale, 
glossy look, and if pressed with the 
fingers, will remain indented. 
Dropsy, however, may not appear 
at all in Bright’s Disease. 

Some of the general symptoms 
which may be noted are: indiges- 
tion, dizziness, headache, rapid 
beating of the heart, a_ sallow, 
muddy complexion, a feeling of 
weakness, and a gradual loss of the 
ability to see well. The patient may 
undergo an intense itching of the 
skin. 

One of the changes found when 
the liquid waste from the kidneys 
of a patient with nephritis is tested 
i: the laboratory is the presence of 
albumin, often found in excessive 
amounts.

You receive the report and 
probably sit down in a quiet cor- 
ner and try to remember the ex- 
planation which the ‘doctor gave 
you. You notice that the report 
mentions albumin, and that this 
finding has been checked in red 
ink. It was checked in this manner 
to tell your physician that here is 
something important about your 
case, 

You may notice that casts were 
found, and here again the red ink| 
is used, The presence of casts is 
likewise important because they in- 
dicate some irritation, congestion, 
or inflammation of the kidneys. In 
large amounts, hyaline casts are 
strongly suggested of nephritis. 

Urea may be found in too small 
an amount, which means the kidney 
is not working efficiently in throw- 
ing this substance out of the body. 
The same may be true of uric acid. 
The specific gravity may be too 
low. The total amount of liquid! 
passing through the kidneys may} 
scanty, increased or stopped, de- 
pending upon what type of nephri-! 
tis is present, and what stage it has 
reached, 

I hope that the above information 
will be somewhat helpful to you in 
understanding what your report 
means, If the report shows an ex- 
cess of albumin or too many casts, 
I strongly advise that you report to 
your physician for treatment.

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Your Baby 
And Mine

Mothers are always asking help-| 
lessly, “Well, then. what SHALL I 
do when that imp of mine won't 
mind me? Shouldn't I spank him?” 

That pops into mind only because 
spanking is such an easy punish- 
ment. It can be administered right 
when the parent is hot enough un- 
der the collar to make it a mighty 
satisfying thing to do. And It's 
something so dramatic and con- 
crete that it is certain the little imp 
will be in no confusion about who 
is boss in this family. 

All thinking persons know that 
sometime or another any parent is 
apt to break down and spank a 
child, Circumstances get too com- 
plex at times for her to forego the 
temptation, But just as surely no 
thinking person expects any mir- 
acles because of it, One or two 
spankings may jar the child's com- 
placency and illustrate that he isn’t 
the ruler of his universe, There 
are others who must be considered. 

But, don’t imagine that to fol- 
low this policy repeatedly is go- 
ing to have any such Salutary 
results. Far from it. The more 
a child is spanked the less obvi- 
ous.are the benefits. He gets used 
to being spanked. He builds up 
an emotion of revenge toward 
the parent who takes such ad- 
vantage of his physical weak- 
ness. He is unmoved by it, but 
makes a loud noise, acts hurt and 
then proceeds to do exactly as 
he wants to do, 

Boys get more spankings than 
girls who are sensitive and react 
more violently to physical pain, But 
neither boys nor girls are persuad- 
ed to an acceptance of better con- 
duct just because a parent is agile 
with the hair-brush. 

Try to find one incorrigible youth 
who hasn't had more than his 
share of corporal punishment.

‘No physical assault upon his per- 
son will convince him his parents 
really love him.

had claimed in his address Wednes- | 
day that the oil companies were | 
making all the profits. Mr. Tanner | 
said he wondered if Mr. Roper felt 
that persons holding grazing and 
other leases were also taking 
money from the province, 


PROFIT “NOT WRONG” 

“It is not wrong to make a profit, 
if it is in line with what it should 
be,” Mr Tanner went on, 

He said the people of the prov- 
ince were entitled to know how far 
Mr. Roper wished to go, in social- 
izing Alberta, and it was time this 
question was cleared up. 

“Does he want an answer 
oh Mr. Roper instantly quer- 
ied. 

“No!” several Credit 
M.L.A.’s replied. 

“Don’t get excited,” one mem- 
ber retorted. 

When control of the province's 
natural resources passed from the 
Dominion to Alberta in 1930, more 
than half of the oil lands had been 
granted to large companies, such as 
the Canadian Pacific Railway, the 
Hudson's Bay Company, and others, 
Mr. Tanner said. This had been 
done in the years before the re- 
sources were transferred. 

The province was unable to im- 
pose royalties on these properties, 
which the companies had obtained 
from the Dominion, However, the 
province, in recent’ years, has im- 
posed a mineral tax on the proper- 
ties, to get some revenue from them 
ior the people. 

REFERS TO REMARK 

The minister made reference to 
a remark by ". T. Broomfield, In- | 
dependent M.L.A. for Okotokas- 
High River, who spoke of increased 
royalty payments imposed by the 
government. 

“The member for Okotoks-High 
River said we were making too 
much, Now the member for Edmon- 
fon (Mr, Roper) says we are not | 
getting our fair share.” 

Mr, Tanner then said he was not | 
taking a stand for the large oil 
companies, ar’ that he was oppos- 
ed to monoplies over which private 
individuals held control. 

He told of action of the British 
Columbia government, which had 
acted upon the advice of well- 
known geologists, and had spent 
nearly $600,000 in a search for 
oil, Large companies have search- 
ed for oil in this province, and 
have not been successful, and one

plained, and the whole Turner 
Valley situation was discussed. 
The minister said it has been im- 
possible for other producers of gas 
to get into the market, except 
through the Royalite company. He 
stated that all producers should 
share rateably in the market. 


LUMBER INDUSTRY 

With reference to the lumber in- 
dustry, Mr. Tanner said some com- 
panies held berths which had been 
granted by the Dominion govern- 
ment as far back as 1880 and 1890, 
and tpese were held at low “stump- 


| age” rates. 


He recalled that the province 
had increased these rates, and that 
the question went before the Privy 
Council. This body's judgment up- 
held the province's action in in- 
creasing the rates, and gave author- 
ity to increase royalties and rentals 
and to change regulations, 

Mr. Tanner made reference in 
his address to coyote bounty sys- 
tems which had been proposed pre- 
viously, but had: peen rejected by 
certain municipalities, and certain 
sheep breeder associations. 

He announced a new coyote 
bounty plan, under which the 
province is to guarantee $5 for 
each pelt sent in, whether from a 
pup, or a male or female animal, 
and whether in prime or not. 

If the pelt is worth more than $5, 
Mr. Tanner said, the person who 
caught the animal would get what- 
ever it would bring, but no bounty 
money as well. If the pelt was 
worthless, the province would nev- 
ertheless pay the $5 guarantec.
